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OF THE PAST WEEK 


CANADIAN 

The price of wheat at the begin- 
ning of the week was $1.48%4. 

The last official estimate of the 
prospective wheat crop for the whole 
of Canada suggests a slightly larger 
crop than last year. 

Mr. Mackenzie King, the dominion 
premier, speaking in Ontario, dis- 
claimed any idea of annexation to the 
United ‘States but renewed his famil- 
jar plea of autonomy and nationhood 
for Canada without dealing with the 
question of defence of the empire. 

At the beginning of last’ week a 
great hail storm in Sedgewick, Alta., 
did great damage to crops in the dis- 
trict and also broke a farge number 
of windows in the town itself. 

In the Alberta legislature Premier 
Greenfield announced that the agree- 
ment with the dominion government 
as to the natural resources of Al- 
berta muet await the final decision of 
the latter, the date of which seems 
to be indefinite. The outlines of the 
proposed agreement were given by 
Mr. Greenfield to the house. They 
were as follows: 

1. All crown mines, minerals and 
royalties to be administered by the 
province. 

2. The dominion subsidy to Alberta 
of $562,500.00 to be continued for an- 
other three years. 

4, The province to receive its share 


4, All fishery rights in the province 
to belong to the province. 

5. The Indian reserves to remain 
under the dominion government. 

6. Soldier settlement lande subject 
to government loans to remain under 
the dominion government. 

7. Cooking Lake forest reserve to 
be retained by the dominion govern- 
ment and also other reserves with 
their fishery rights but not their 
mines and minerals. 7 

The negotiations between the Al- 
berta government and the Royal Bank 
with reference to the sale to the prov: 
ince of the bank’s rights in the E.D. 
& B.C. Railway have broken down. 
The bank asked two million dollars 
for their rights, while the government 
refused to pay. It is etated that the 
bank are now offering to sell for $1,- 
700,000.00 but that the government 
are not likely to ‘offer more than 
$1,500,000.00 at the most. 

Very heavy forest ‘fires are reported 
from British Columbia close to the 
main line of the C.P.R. about 90 miles 
east of Vancouver. 

The Nova Scotia coal etrike has 
been settled after five months. The 
men have voted by a, large majority 
to accept the terms suggested by the 
new Nova Scotia government and 
work has again started in the mines. 
The troops which have been in the 
district for some weeks are being 
withdrawn. This speedy settlement 
will increase the credit of the Nova 
Scotia government. 

A. A. McGillivray, K.C., was unani- 
mously chosen as leader of the pro- 
vincial Conservative party in ‘Alberta. 
There is no suggestion of any attempt 
to get rid of the old party system from 
the new leader. 

In the Alberta legislature the mo- 
tion for the sale of Government House 
wae rescinded by 32 votes to seven. 
The rescinding motion was moved by 
General Stewart of Lethbridge, the 
one Conservative member, and sec- 
onded by the premier, Mr. Green- 
field. Only one offer had ‘been re- 
ceived for the house. 

The membership of the Alberta 
wheat pool is 31,454, a gain of slight- 
ly over 2,000 from this time last year. 

Heavy ehowers over a large part of 
the province in the middle of last 
week have greatly improved the crop 
prospects, which now seem pretty gen- 
erally fair in almost all districts. 

Great forest and bush fires are rag- 
ing on Vancouver Island, in the Fraser 
valley and the Revelstoke area of 
British Columbia. A number of farm 
houses have been burnt and many 
more are in grave danger. All avail: 
able men in the threatened districts 
are out fighting the fires. 

A slight earthquake shock was felt 
in southern Alberta on Monday. Leth- 
bridge and other towns felt it, though 
no damage was done. 

In the New Brunswick elections, 
the Conservatives scored a sweeping 
victory, winning 36 seats against 12 
won by the Liberals. The Farmers 
got no seate. 

BRITISH AND IMPERIAL 


In the British House of Commons 
'theSgovernment’s plan for the tempor 
ary settlement of the coal crisis by 
the government grant of ten million 
pounds was approved by a majority 
of 351 to 16. A few Conservatives 
took no part in the division, but on 
the whole the opinion undoubtedly 
was that the settlement wae the best 
way out of a bad business. Mr. Ram- 
say MacDonald, formerly Labor prime 
minister, described the settlement in 
a speech outeide of the house as a 
victory for the extreme elements al- 
lied with the Bolshevists. 

There are indications of serious 
trouble between the leaders of the 
Labor party and the extreme sectiond 
of the trade unions. This is the re- 
sult of the capture of the trade unions 
in recent months by the extremists, 
who are in favor of co-operation with 
the Bolshevists. The outcome of such 
a clash is quite uncertain. 

Colonel Freyburg, the British sol- 
dier who had such a brilliant war rec- 
ord, including the winning of the Vic- 
toria Cross at Gallipoli, came within 
600 yards of swimming the English 
Channel. 

At the congress of the Irish trades 
unions held at Newry in northern Ire- 
land, a most gloomy picture was 
drawn of the state of thinga {n Ireland 
gonerally, particularly in the Free 
State, as the result of trade depres-

These are supposed to be in opposi- 
tion to the Atlantic shipping combine 
which at present controls the rates. 

FOREIGN 


Little fresh news has come from 
China during the past week. Isolated 
outrages have occurred and the situa- 
tion remains very threatening. There 
lg some possibility of the British 
fleet blockading the Chinese ports if 
British subjects and property are 
made the object of further attacks. 

In Morocco the French have brought 
tanks into action against the Moors 
with the result of inflicting heavy 
losses on the enemy and driving them 
out of their entrenchments. The 
Moors have nothing that can effect- 
ively resist the tanks and these ma- 
chines may go far to completing the 
defeat of the rising. In the meantime 
the terms offered by France and 
Spain to Abd-el-Krim, the Moorish 
leader, have been made public. They 
amount to the recognition by the 
Moors of the sultan’s suzerainty, 
while practical local independence is 
left to the Moors of the Riff country, 
though a police is to be set up to 
maintain order, officered by French- 
men. It is quite doubtful if Abd-el- 
Krim can or will accept such terms, 
the most important of which is the 
provision for the police, which will be 
taken 28 equal to control of the Riff 
country by the French. ‘Ceuta and 
Melilla under the terms are to be- 
come the absolute property of Spain. 
This is no doubt done as a éop to 
Spanish pride in giving up the Riff to 
the French control. 

Trouble looked like beginning in 
the Balkans as the result of the mur- 
der of a Greek subject in Bulgaria. A 
Greek concentration on the Bulgar- 
fan border was reported but Bulgaria 
seems likely to make a submission of 
the same character as she has made 
recently to Serbia in order to avoid 
invasion, which she cannot effectively 
resist. 

It appears probable that a great 
coal strike will begin shortly in Penn- 
sylvani... 

Russell Scott, the Canadian who has 
been under sentence of death for mur- 
der in Chicago for a considerable 
time past, has been found insane. 
This is one more instance of an in- 
dubitable piece of the merest quib- 
bling to save a guilty man. A new 
phrase, cell shock, has been invented 
for the purpose of saving the convict 
from the gallows. 

Eleven American aviators have left 
for the battle front in Morocco to 
fight with the French army. On the 
other side aeroplanea have appeared 
with the Moorish army, which seem 
certainly to be piloted by German of- 
ficers. 

M. Briand, the French foreign af- 
fairs minister, is in London to ne- 
gotiate with the British government 
as to the proposed European eettle- 
ment. The rumors that France is 
threatening to make an arrangement 
with Soviet Russia if she cannot get 
a guarantee from Britain against 
German attack and an easy settle- 
ment of her debt are probably quite 
untrue. a 
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Mrs. Quigg, who left for Montreal 
last week, is expected to undergo an 
operation there today for the relief 
of exceedingly painful nerve trouble 
in the head, from which she has eut- 
fered so much recently. ‘Mrs. Aik- 
man and her son are still staying in 
the west and will not-be returning to 
Montreal for 2 little while yet.

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HOW ERNEST 


THE STORY OF A CONDEMNED 
MURDERER WHO BAFFLED 
THE R.N.W.M.P. 


A little over twenty years ago a 
young man named Ernest Cashel was 
arrested somewhere between Ponoka 
and Wetaskiwin on a charge of forg- 
ery. Chief Constable English of Cal- 
gary went north to bring him back 
to Calgary for trial, and constable and 
prisoner got onto the train for that 
city. The train reached ‘Red Deer 
told his guardian that he wanted to 
go into the lavatory. Permission was 
given and Constable English station- 
ed himself in the vestibule outside 
the lavatory door. A few moments 
later some men in the smoking com- 
partment of the coach saw a man 
picking himself up from the ground 
as if he had fallen from the train and 
begin to climb up the bank beside the 
line just south of Red Deer. It was 
Ernest Cashel ‘who had jumped 
through the window of the lavatory 
and in this way had escaped and 
started on a career of short but sen- 
sational criminal adventure which in 
the end brought him to disaster. The 
alarm was at once given in the train 
but the prisoner got clear away for 
the time being, borrowed a horée from 
a nearby farm and rode away. 

Cashel seems to have been a typical 
penny-dreadful villain, of no brains 
to speak of, childish vanity and ap- 
parently a definite criminal strain. 
‘He thought himself a bold bad man, 
and he wanted everyone else to think 
him such and to know all about him. 

Hie movements immediately subse- 
quent to this train escape are of no 
special importance, until a little later 
on he came into contact with an eld- 
erly man named Belt, who lived not 
far from Content. The sequel ‘fo their 
association was that Belt disappeared 
and was not seen again for several 
months, when his body was found in 
the river at some little distance from 
his farm. Though it was greatly de- 
composed it wae identified as that of 
Belt by, among other things, the fact 


that the big toe was split, the result | 


of an old accident with an axe. It was 
at first regarded as an ordinary case 
of drowning, but the circumstances 
gave rise to a slight suspicion in the 
minds cf the R.N.W.M.P. at Fort 
Saskatchewan, further investigation 
and an inquest took place, and as a 
result bullets were found in the body 
and the case was recognized as one 
of murder. It is not proposed to trace 
the sequence of enquiry which result- 
ed in the proving that the bullets 
were of the same type as were used 
in a rifle found in the possession of 
Ernest Cashel and the trial and con- 
viction of Cashel for the murder. Sen- 
tence of death was pronounced, the 
date of the execution being fixed for 
‘December 15, 1903, ‘and the con- 
demned man wae duly lodged in the 
guard room of Calgary barracks to 
await the fate that had been awarded 
him. 

The barracks at Calgary was then 
a frame building but, as barracks and 
guard rooms went, it was one of the 
best and largest in the North West 
Territories. A special cell was con- 
structed in the guard room in order 
that the condemned man should be 
kept apart from the other prisoners, 
in accordance with the regulations 
and the usual death watch was set 
over him. Wild rumors of attempted 
rescues were afloat ‘and in conse- 
quence the police were particularly 
on the alert. Cashel was an Ameri- 
can and the rumors suggested that 
confederates from Wyoming were 
planning his rescue. This, however, 
was not borne out by ‘any actual facts. 
His brother, John Cashel, was really 
the only close friend he had at hand. 
This brother asked to come and visit 
the condemned man. By order of the 
superintendent, mow Col. Sanders, 
D.S.O., of Calgary, John Cashel’s 
visits were permitted only on the 
written order of the superintendent 
and only in the daytime. He was not 
allowed to come within five feet of 
the condemned cell but had to stand 
at that distance from it and talk to 
his brother at the barred grating in 
the cell, and moreover orders were 
given that a constable should sit be- 
tween the brothers on these occasions 
to make certain that nothing was 
passed from one to the other. Under 
such circumstances anything in the 
nature of escape seemed impossible. 

The execution was ‘fixed for Decem- 
ber 15, and as that date approached 
additional care was enjoined on the 
constable# actually connected with 
the guarding of the prisoner. 

On the afternoon of December 10 
the Rev. G. W. Kerby, now principal 
of Mount Royal College, Calgary. 
visited the prisoner in his capacity of 
spiritual adviser and was admitted to 
the cell. Ernest Cashel, the prisoner, 
was seated at one end of the cell. In 
the middle sat Mr. Kerby. At the 
other end sat the constable acting ag 
the death watch. who, as always in 
the case of the death watch, was un- 
armed. In the guard room, of which 
the cell was merely a partitioned off 
section, were the “provost,” or con- 
stable in general charge of the guard 
room, and two other constables. and 
these men were facing the death cell 

John Cashel, the brother entered 
the guard room and, in flat disobedi- 
ence of the superintendent's orders. 
walked right up to the cell and stood 
talking to his brother with his hands 
on the bars of the cell. While this 
conversation was going on, Mr. Kerby 
decided that he would leave and at 
the same time the provost decided to 
change the death watch. One of the 
constables in the guard room left the 
room in order to open the front door 
of the larracks for Mr. Kerby. This 
left in the guard room the provost and 
one constable and these stood one on 
each 6ide of the cell door in a corridor 
onto which the door opened, in order 
to allow Mr. Kerby and the death 
watch leave the cell. The constahl- 
who thus stood with the provost was 
the relieving death watch. The result 
of this situation was that for a few 
moments no one wae actually looking 
at the prisoner where he stood at the 
cell grating talking to his brother. In 
those moments John Cashel drew 
from his pockets two revolvers and 
paesed them through the grating to 
his brother. who hid them in his own 
pockets. None of the constables saw 
or suspected what had hannened. 

Between 6 and 6:30 that evening 
the provost and the day guard began 
to make preparations for handing 
over the duty of guard to the nicht 
guard, coming on duty at 6:30. Part 
of these preparations consisted of 
searching the prisoners and eeeing 
that all were safe for the night in 
their cells, At that time there were

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in the guard room the provost and 
one constable, while the unarmed 
death watch was in the cell with 
Cashe!. : 

‘The prevost entered the cell to 
search it, but before doing so he un- 
loaded his revolver, to guard against 
the danger of its being snatched from 
him by the prisoner when he went’ 
into the cell. This‘ left only one con-. 
stable armed in the guard room. 

The provost entered the cell. With 
what thoughts the prisoner watchdd 
him can be imagined. In five days’ 
time he was to be hanged. Circum- 
stances and his  brother’s aid had‘4- 
given him the weapons which might 
mean @ chance of escape. Yet those 
weapons must be used at once, for if 
he waited till ‘he was searched noth- 
ing could prevent the discovery of the 
revolvers. It says a good deal for 
the nerve and coolness of the prisoner 
that with his life hanging on the 
events of the next minute or two he 
gave no sign which in any way be- 
trayed his agitation to the watchful 


guards. 2 
The provost entered the cell and in 
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order that his search of it should be 
wholly unimpeded he ordered the 
death watch to take the prisoner into 
the prison dining room. It was done 
and Cashel waa now in the position 
of being outside his cell, with shack- 
els still on, it is true, but with two 
loaded revolvers in his pockets and 
with three guards to deal with, of 
whom only one was armed, and none 
suspected for a moment the existence 
of the revolvers. 

The provost searched the cell care- 
fully, including the prisoner’s blan- 
kets. He found nothing unusual and 
gave the order to the death watch to 
bring the prisoner back into the cell 
to be searched preparatory to being 
again locked up in the cell for the 
night. The death watch repeated the 
order to Cashel, who walked quietly 
beside him to the door of the cell. As 
he reached the door he took his last 
chance. Suddenly he drew the re- 
volvets from his pockets and covered 
both the unarmed provost and the 
death watch. There was some hur-

He 
reached the grating and _ instantly 
found himself facing the levelled re- 
volvers in Cashel’s hands, who sharp- 
ly ordered him to put up his hands. 
It was a distinotly trying situation for 
the constable, knowing that he was 
at the mercy of a desperate man, 
doomed already to die and therefore 
careless if he took another life in the 
last chance of saving his own. Let 
those who have faced successfully 
similar emergencies judge him; oth- 
ere should hesitate to do so. The

Reports 
came flooding in as to the murderer 
being seen in this place and that, 
miles apart and even as far away as 
Montana, to which Staff Sergeant 
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est rubbish and the gentleman was 
arrested for being drunk and creating 
a disturbance. 

Rumor was buey, but so were the 
police. So many men were drawn 
from outlying parts to help in the 
search that Christmas of 1903 found 
Fort Saskatchewan occupied by two 
lonely policemen of the orderly room 
and quartermaster’s staff. The rest 
were south on the trail of Cashel. 

The police took one shrewd step. 
They induced the newspapers to make 
no mention whatever of the case, be- 
lieving that Cashel’s greed of notoriety 
would induce ‘him to do something in 
order to get renewed mention in the 
papers and thereby reveal his where: 
abouts. The police were fairly certain 
that he had not left the Calgary dis: 
trict. All the indications pointed in 
that direction. On January 11, Cashel 
appeared at the farm of a man a few 
miles east of Calgary, demanded money 
at the point of a revolver, got 
$12.00, asked for and read the news: 
papers and made vague remarks of 
vengeance on men who had helped 
the police. He had a trick of refer: 
ring to bande of imaginary friends 
who were to avenge him on anybody 
who betrayed him. Several other 
farmers in the same district were 
visited in much the same way and 
finally the police came to the conclu- 
sion that an area in the Shepard dis- 
trict would prove to contain the hic 
ing place of the missing man. 

Permission was got to use volun. 
teers, drawn mainly from the Mount- 
ed Rifles. Mr. Wooley-Dod, Mr. 
Heald and Major Banirs took the lead 
in organizing this help and the men 
were sworn in as special corstables. 
In this way a party of mounted men 
40 in number was made up, partly 
regular police, partly volunteers. Col- 
onel Sanders, Major Banirs, Inspector 
Knight, Inspector Duffus and _ Ser. 
geant-Major (subsequently Colonel) 
‘Belcher led them, there being five 
parties of eight each. Orders wera 
given to search the district thorough. 
ly, examining every building, cellar, 
root-housa or haystack and to set fire 
to any such erections if it was neces- 
sary in order to force the fugitive out 
into the open. 

It was Inspector Duffus and his men 
who located the quarry, and they did 
so at the farm-.of a Mr. Pitman, some 
six miles from Calgary. ‘Constable 
Biggs went into the cellar of the 
house, which was dark, and was met 
by a revolver shot out of the darkness. 
He fired back at the flash of the re- 
volver and then ran back up the cel- 
lar steps, another bullet from Cashel 
missing him as he went. All the men 
who were searching the house were 
brought out of it and surrounded it. 
Inepector Duffus called out to Cashel 
and advised him to surrender, but no 
reply was given, and accordingly the 
house was set on fire. It was a mere 
shack and in the keen dry winter air 
the fire quickly took hold of it. As 
the smoke began to enter the cellar, 
the man inside realized that the game 
wae up, and came walking out into 
the open to be instantly arrested by 
the waiting police. It appeared that 
he had for some time been living in 
a large hole burrowed in a haystack 
beside the house, but doing so with 
the connivance of two men living on 
the farm of whom one named Brown 
received six months’ imprisonment 
for his share in assisting the mur. 
derer. 

It was a Sunday when the arrest 
was made and the news of it caueed 
great excitement in Calgary and was 
responsible for even the publication 
of special ‘Sunday editions of the 
papers. 

If one considers the arduous nature 
of such a pursuit mado in the dead of 
winter, one can realize how much the 
police felt the stigma of the escape 
of this man and how sternly resolved 
they were that they should redeem 
their mistake by recapturing him.

Fighting Weeds 

Mr. Taylor, Lacombe, Weed Inspec- 
tor, ‘discussed with the Council the 
prevention of the spread of noxious 
weeds, and was encouraged by the in- 
terest and service the Councillors were 
giving. Farmers who had known of 
the depredations of sow thistle and 
other weeds in Manitoba and Dakota 
were the men most keenly interested 
in having the evil checked here. Mr. 
Taylor hoped to have some moving 
pictures to help in this weed propa- 
ganda. He also wished the minutes to 
record that the Councillors were act- 
ing as weed inspectors. Mr. Taylor 
sald the powers granted under the Act 
were greater than it was wise to use 
except in extreme cases: conciliatory 
methods were preferable.

EGKVILLE NOTES 


The state of the crops is the most 
interesting matter of consideration to 
everyone in this district at present. 
The dry weather of the last week or 
two does not seem to have done much 
damage, Straw will be a little short, 
but the heads are filling well. In 
many ways, it will be an ideal crop 
to harvest. On ‘Wednesday evening 
a@ severe hail storm struck certain 
portions of the Rimbey territory, but 
does not seem to have done any dam- 
age south of Lockhart. It rained at 
Eckville during the night and inter- 
mittently for parts of the following 
day. This will help the late grains 
to fill, Thursday night was cold, 
with slight touches of frost here and 
there, but not enough to do any harm. 

Your correspondent inspected what 
is believed to be the first sheaf of 
wheat cut in this district this year. 
This sheaf was cut on the farm of 
Henry Talson, about four miles east 
of town, on the morning of Friday, 
August 7. It was Ruby wheat, the 
heads were well filled and the estim- 
ated yield was 30 bushels per acre. 
The wheat seemed to have been cut 
a little on the green side, but should 
dry out with little shrinkage. 

Mr. W.-H. Cowen is unloading a 
car of binder twine this week. This 
twine was ordered by the local U.F.A. 
through Mr. Cowen. Mr. T. Whitworth 
expects a carload for the United 
Grain Growers next week. These or- 
ganizations are doing really worth- 
while work in thus arranging for 
plenty of twine at the lowest possible 
price.

According to the official records’ 


‘Jone hundred and thirty whales have 


been caught by the Victoria, B.C.

With an estimated attendance of 
five thousand each, twenty conven- 
tions have been booked to take place 
in Montreal for August, September 
and October, according to figures 
from the Tourist and Convention 
Bureau of that city.

Honore Mercier, Minister of Lands 
and Forests, returns to Canada, a 
thorough organization of the avia- 
tion branch of the Quebec Lands 
and Forests Department will take 
place. It is reported that the Prov- 
ince is to purchase several more 
hydroplanes, to be used for forestry 
research work, as well as for com- 
batting forest fires and other work. 


Church dignitaries, statesmen and 
thousands of laymen congregated in 
ancient Quebec to be present at the 
wonderfully impressive ceremonies 
attendant upon the burial of the 
late Cardinal Begin. The Basilica, 
which has only recently been re- 
constructed and opened to the pub- 
lic, presented a scene of colorful 
beauty and majestic dignity while 
the profoundly sorrowful services 
were being recited. 


At this year’s Cross-country Ride

That 69,000 harvesters would be 
required to handle this year’s crop, 
of which the East would be expected 
to supply 60,000, was the estimate 
arrived at last week at a conference 
of various governments held in the 
Canadian Pacific offices at Winni- 
peg.

He was 68 years old when he died, 
joined the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way in 1882 and was head of the 
steamship service for nearly seven 
years. When informed of Mr. Bos- 
worth’s death, E. W. Beatty, K.C., 
chairman and president of the com- 
pany, stated that in his opinion Mr. 
Bosworth had had no equal in the 
country as a manager of railway 
traffic and added that “the company 
deeply regrets the passing of another 
of the old guard, whose ability and 
effort so largely contributed tc th. 
company’s success.”

It is on that manner rather 
than on the broad principles of policy 
that the success or failure of the Con- 
servative party is likely to turn. If 
the old style of a more or less bitter 
party fight for office and power is 
adhered to, the ‘Conservatives may 
just possibly win a victory, but their 
chance of lifting the whole tone of 
provincial politics onto a higher level 
and into a purer air will be lost. It 
is by friendly, conciliatory, unselfish 
discussion that progress is made. It 
is by ambitious grasping strife that 
the worst is roused in men and wo- 
men, and self-interest and _ self-ad- 
vancement become the dominant 
consideration to the detriment of 
public life and the growth of public 
scandals and_ inefficiency. Which 
manner is the new Conservative 
leader going to choose in the coming 
campaign?

The speech made by Mr. Speakman, 
the dominion member for this con- 
stituency, on his visit to the city last 
week was reported in our last issue. It 
was an excellent speech, businesslike | 
and to the point. It was notably free 
from exaggeration in any respect and 
equally free from anything approach- 
ing abuse or scurrility, in manner and 
matter it was throughout on a high 
level. One may differ from Mr. Speak- 
Man but one cannot do other than 
respect him and recognize in him an 
excellent type of representative. Per- 
haps the keynote of the whole speech 
was his insistence on co-operation and 
conciliation as the hope of the future. 
Not in barren wrangling over re- 
sponsibility for past mistakes but iin 
friendly unselfish consultation for the 
future does the way to _ prosperity 
and peace lie. Mr. Speakman said 
plainly and clearly that he would 
follow any man or any party when 
he thought they were going in the 
right direction. That is a good pol- 
icy, an essentially sane and éensible 
policy. He administered a just re- 
buke to those who blame politicians 
and government for public extravag- 
ance and ignore the fact that it is 
the clamor of each city and district 
for sops and doles in the way of pub- 
lic expenditure that is the root cause 
of the politicians’ and government's 
misdeeds. It would have been of 
great interest if Mr. Speakman had 
had time to deal with the question 
of imperial relations and imperial 
defence. It ia to be feared that on 
these points it may not be possible 
for all of us to agree with him, and 
they are unfortunately vitally import- 
ant points, but at least it ie satisfac- 
tory that Red Deer's representative 
sets a high tone in his public speeches 
and gives us the a@surance that he 
is a man of an entirely desirable and 
honorable stamp.

The foreign investments 
have largely gone because of the war 
and the debt to America. ‘If the coal 
export goes too or is kept up only at 
the expense of other industries, what 
is to become of the country? Again, 
there is another cause for anxiety. 

The labor unions hail the tempor- 
ary settlement as a great victory. 
They say that the government knew 
that the executives of the labor unions 
were planning combined action on a 
huge scale to paralyze the life of the 
whole country if the strike had once 
begun. What has been done or plan- 
ned once may be done again. In that 
event is the country to be at the 
mercy of the labor unions intent on 
compelling the country to support a 
bankrupt industry?

The people of Great Britain are 
going to pay the difference between 
the mine owners’ offer and the men's 
demand in order to prevent a gigan- 
tic dislocation of business with still 
more disquieting possibilities In the 
background.

IN RED DEER'S GARDENS 


In view of the approach of the 
Horticulaural Society's competition a 
few notes about some the gardens of 
Red Deer may be of interest. It is 
quite impossible to discribe anything 
like all the gardene which deserve 
notice. No doubt some of those not 
‘referred to rank just as high as 
those mentioned but sheer lac} 
time prevents their inclusion. ‘The 
News” will, however, welcome any 
notes as to such gardens or special 
flowers, fruit or vegetable grown in 
them. Lest there should be any feel- 
ing of cempetitive pride affected it 
is stated that the order of mention 
is entirely haphazard and on no 
fancied scale of merit. 

Mr. Tom Hodgson's garden is one 
of those which help to give the gen- 
eral appearance of shade and beauty 
to Waskasoo Avenue. The house ig 
nicely sheltered by well-grown spruce 


trees. A tasteful selection of flow- 
ers adorne the front garden. Mr. 
Hodgson’s real triumph this year, 


however, are to be found in his vege- 
table garden. He has tomatoes al- 
teady as big as one's fist, grown out- 


side. His parsnips and his onions, 
from sets, are also of outstanding 
quality. Mr. Hodgson's success is all 


the more creditable as his garden be- 
longs to the class without city water. 
We congratulate “Old Lom” cn his 
good showing. 

That the well-known Miller garden 
is still one of the beauty spots of 
Red Deer is due to the pluck and in- 
dustry of Mrs. T. S. Miller who, in 
the absence of Mr. Miller, hae done 
the lion's share of the work from the 
bedding out to the constant watering 
neceseitated by the prolonged heat and 
drought. The result is a credit to 
Mrs. Miller’s taste and toil. On en- 
tering the garden gate, nicely shaded 
by five shapely balm trees, one 
notices on the right a rose tree cov- 
ered with blooms. The main lawn 
is surrounded by clumps of wonder- 
ful gypsophila (“Baby's Breath”) in- 
terspersed among. asters, stocks, 
snapdragons, cosmos, lupins’ and 
other flowers. West of the lawn, 
across the walk, double rows of sweet 
peas, forming a background to sume 
very ‘fine marigolds, asters and snap- 
dragons. The fine general appear- 
ance of the garden promises to be 
much improved by a sturdy carragana 
hedge which hae been planted along 
the entire front. The vegetable gar- 
den has been somewhat curtailed by

for ‘Mr. Miller’s fine strain of white!and make 


Wyandottes;. but-one is at once 
struck by the wonderful show of gar- 
den peas, the long wel!-packed pods 
of the “Bedford Champion” being of 
outstanding quality. The celery looks 
remarkably good, and the well-known 
Miller rhubard is as fine as ever in 
spite of the dry season. One leaves 
the Miller garden with the impression 
of a happy combination of beauty 
and utility, and with admiration of 
the patient toil which has produced 
it, especially in view of the notorious 
incompetence of the occasional as- 
sistant. 

W. J. Kirkpatrick’s garden ig, as 
usual, a model of orderly beauty and 
neatness combined with utility. In 
the front part ‘are many colored 
stocks, pansies, anterinium or snap- 
dragon, blue lobelias and delphinium 
(thie last being now past its best). 
The window boxes are skilfully hung 
along the edge of the verandah, where 
without them results might not be 
good from lack of sun. On the side 
‘border are French marigolds, sweet 
elissum, eweet sultan and other 
bloome. In the back portion of the 
garden are some very fine dahlias, 
the yellow “cactus,” pink “show” and 
dark red “pom pom.” There are Afri- 
can marigolds and a very beautiful 
‘petunia pink veined with dark red. 
Hausa roses also bloom here. The 
vegetable section of the garden should 
satisfy the most exacting of vegetar- 
fans. There are peas, beans, corn, 
lettuce, beetroot, potatoes, cabbages, 
in fact, everything, and the quality 
of each flower and vegetable is of the 
best. To a casual eye the sweet peas, 
with their masses of lovely blooms, 
are almost the most striking and at- 
tractive thing in the whole garden, 
but it is all a most creditable display, 
the result of constant hard work and 
enthusiasm. 

Next door to Mr. Kirkpatrick’s gar- 
den Hes that of C. D. Locke, which 
containg amongst other things a ma- 
jestically tall yellow snapdragon. His 
garden, however, is planned mainly 
on the hedonistic-epicurean basis and 
as such is thoroughly sound, though 
naturally a little lacking in romantic 
attraction. 

In H. J. Snell’s garden are many 
varieties of roses, among them being 
the Hybrid-Perpetuals, but probably 
the most suitable for this western 
climate are the Hausa and the Har- 
rison Yellow, which have proved to 
be the most generally planted. The 
nurseries at Estevan, Saskatchewan, 
have made a epecialty of this variety 
of rose bush and have brought it to 
perfection. The foliage is very 
beautiful and the blooms large and 
fragrant. Plum, cherry and apple 
trees are well established in this gar- 
den and have survived the last two 
winters with very little special care. 
Mention should be made of a lovely 
bed of geraniums, bordered with the 
dwarf variegated species, giving a 
pleasing effect. Mr. Snell’s garden 
has a profitable side to it also. He 
grows red, white and black currants 
in abundance and also tomatoes 
which are ripened outside. In addi- 
tion to the garden Mrs. Snell gives 
a great deal of time to the finer var- 
fety of plants in her conservatory, in 
which may be seen many varieties of 
ferne, roses and tuberous rooted be- 
gonias, which seem to flourish and 
delight in the moist warm atmos- 
phere of the conservatory. Mr. Snell’s 
garden is a fine example of what can 
be done by a scientific amateur, and 
it is a severe reproof to critics who 
say that our climate is a barrier to 
anything but a few hardy flowers. 

Mrs. Warwick's garden is an illus- 
tration of what a pleasing effect can 
be got with comparatively little labcr 
by the planting of a border of sweet 
peas around a trimly kept lawn. Th? 
contrast of green grass with bright 
variegated colors is quite striking. 
The same remark applies to the gar- 
den of Mr. Arstrong on Waskasoo 
Avenue, where the effect is got by 
planting poppies around the lawn. 
The yellow and red colore predomin- 
ate and give a suggestion of bright- 
ness that is most attractive. As in 
the case of ‘Mrs. Warwick’s garden 
the creeper on the verandah of Mr. 
Armetrong’s house adds not a little 
to the successful result of quiet ef- 
forts. 


Mr. John Quigg’s garden on Fourth 
Street is one that catches the eye of 
Paseersby on account of its bright 
pleasing arrangement. The front 
part is planned on the principle of an 
unbroken dawn in the centre with 
flowers all around and in front and 
with window boxes on the verandah. 
The flowers are of many varieties. 
Earlier in the season the Canterbury 
Belle were the most noticeable feat- 
jure but now gladioli, asters, delphin- 
jium, larkspur, sweet peas. In the 
window boxes on the verandah are 
petunias, snapdragon, geraniums and 
lobelia, while the wire fence around 
the garden and the verandah are cov- 
ered with canarybird creeper. At one 
side are dahhias, gypsophila and some 
perennials. At the back of the gar- 
den are further flowers, blue and 
white ageratum, portulacea, zinnia, 
poppies and others, and there is also 
a ifine array of vegetables of the 
usual types but including also the 
i hybrid cauli-sprouts, of which the re- 
sult is as yet a little doubtful. There 
are also some watermeloné, started 
in the open but now under glass, 
which have reached a size of about 
six inches. This garden, though not 
large, is certainly one of the prettiest 
in Red Deer. 


'Mre. R. L. Gaetz’s garden is unusual 
in that it is the result of the work in 
the main of a lady. The heavy work 
is gracefully delegated to “R. L.” and 
his stalwart sons, but the color and 
the beauty are the work of Mrs. 
Gaetz herself, the garden in this re- 
spect ibeing a true example of the 
ideal society. It is planned with a 
trim lawn on one side and a double 
row of flowers leading up from the 
entrance to the door with a fine cara- 
gana hedge giving privacy on one side 
and a beautiful row of sweet peas at 
the house end of the lawn. The flow- 
ers include Hausa roses, stocke, cos- 
mos, poppies, gladioli, phlox (includ- 
ing a very ifine deep red variety), 
sweet William and, what is rather 
unusual, forget-me-not and iris, pur- 
ple and yellow. A fine’ Virginia 
creeper on the house front gives an 
impression of coolness in the hot 
summer days. The back part of the 
garden is given to vegetables. of 
which there is a nice selection. There 
is a very pisasant effect of peace and 
seclusion about this garden and Mrs. 
Gaetz is to be congratulated on her 
work in it. 

Perhaps the most brilliantly color 
ed of all the gardens is that of Mr. 
Thornton in First Street North. The 
little bungalow seems set in a mass of 
blooms, and the verandah boxes are 
particularly noticeable. There is lit- 
tle in the way of lawn to relieve the 
color and one might well compare the

The Northern Rallways 


In the Alberta legislature the prem- 
fer tabled the offers for the leasing of 
the railway made by the C.P.R. and 
C.N-R. . The C.P-R. offers to take a 
lease of seven years at a yearly ren. 
tal, of $60,000, and to put prairie pas- 
senger and freight rates into effect, 
but declares that if any competing 
line is built into the country it de- 
sires the right to cancel the lease by 
six months’ notice. 

The C.N.R. asks for a lease for 12 
years at a rental of one dollar a year 
and half the net profits, and also 
agrees to put the prairie rates into ef- 
fect. Regarding the building of a 
coast outlet, the C.N.R. president 
states this is to be left to the future, 
but that the directors might consider 
building the outlet when the export 
grain production along the liné 
reaches 10,000,000 bushels for three 
years in succession. 

The engineers of both roads have 
reported that the building of an out- 
let to the coast at the present time 
is too prohibitive in cost. 

In the case of either company leas- 
ing the line, the province would con- 
tinue to pay the fixed charges. Both 
railway companies make temporary 
offers to operate the road until the 
government can come to an agree- 
ment with the Royal Bank.

The Natural Resources 


At the adjourned session Premier 
Greenfield gave the house the draft 
agreement between the dominion and 
provincial governments for the trans- 
fer of the natural resources to the 
province.
